Coal  mining  and  hat  manufactiaring  are 
the  principal,  industries,  whilst  there  are  also  brick,  pipe  and 
tile  works,  engineering  works,  hosiery  and  footwear  factories 
and  other  minor  industries. 

Means  of  communication  are  good.  The  busy  trunk  road  laiov/n 
as  Watling  Street  (A5) , passes  through  the  town  of  Atherstone, 
as  also  does  the  main  London  to  Crevra  Railway  Line  and  the 
Coventry  Canal, 

Two  Industrial  Sites  exist  which  are  not  fully  developed. 
There  is  a need  for  new  industries  as  v/ell  as  for  extension  of 
some  of  the  existing  industries,  and  splendid  opportunities  exist 
for  such  development, 

Atherstone  is  of  great  antiquity.  Indisputable  evidence 
of  Reman  association  has  been  discovered  from  time  to  time, 
Atherstone  town  was  well  established  in  the  ^h  century  and  it 
was  entered  in  Domesday  Bock  as  Aderstone,

A supply  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  held  in  the  Health 
Department  in  the  Council  Offices  and  anti-toxin  is  also 
available  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  a-t  Coventry  and 
from  the  Hospitals, 


THE  G-EIffiRAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Tlie  General  Practi  tioners  Service  is  administered  by  the 
V/aarwidcsliiro  Exocutivo  Council;  eight  medical  practitioners 
live  in  tloo  district,  but  others  living  outside  have  extended 
their  activities  to  cover  parts  of  the  district, 

Thoro  are  no  goneral  hospital  services  directly  available 
within  the  district,  but  Out-patients  and  In-patients  facilities 
are  available  at  the  lluneaton  and  Tamworth  hospitals.  Cases  of 
infectious  disoa.ses  are  usually  admitted  to  V.Taitley  Hospital, 
Coventry,  and  a small  percentage  of  oases  requiring  special 
treatment  are  admitted  to  Binningham  Hospitals,  The  one-time 
Ather stone  Isolation  Hospital  at  Grondon  has  now  boon  converted 
into  a Sanatorium,  but  the  bod  accommodation  for  Tuberculosis 
patients  is  largely  provided  for  at  Hertford  Hill  Sanatoriaim, 
Near  'Warwick,  but  various  other  Sanatoria  within  the  Birmingham 
Hospital  Region  are  also  lised.  Out-patient  facilties  are 
available  at  tlio  Dispensary,  Harkot  Street,  Atherstone,  each 
Ilonday  by  appointment. 

The  '..'ar’/zick shire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  School  Health  Service,  and  for 
arrangements  for  Domiciliary  Nursing,  Domestic  Helps, 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation , the  care  of  Liothors  and  Yoving 
Cliildron,  the  Prevention  of  Illness,  Caro  and  After  Care  and 
the  Amb\danoo  Service  as  laid  down  in  Ibrt  III  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  194-6,  With  the  exception  of  the  Ambulance 
Service,  the  day  by  day  aministration  of  these  services  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Area  I.Iedical  Officer  of  Health,  Council  House, 
Nuneaton,  The  AmbulcLnco  Depot  is  at  Watling  Street,  Grendon, 

A General  Purposes  Clinic  is  situa.tod  in  Station  Street, 
Atherstone,  Infant  Welfare  and  School  Clinics  are  held  in  and 
oonductod  in  these  premises  and  sessions  are  hold  at  which  the 
Speech  Therapist,  Dentist  and  Eye  Specialist  attend,  A school 
Dental  Officer  covers  Bedworth  and  Atherstone  and  is  at  present 
devoting  two  full  days  a v/oek  to  treatment.

Prom  the  mass  of  information  gathered,  the  future  housing 
requirements  and  Council  hoijise  development,  parish  by  parish, 
for  families  to  be  displa.ced  can  be  assessed.

During  1959,  133  sac^iles  of  Council* s mains  water  from  sources 
of  supply,  reservoirs  and  consuroers*  taps  in  all  parts  of  the  District 
wore  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Coventry  for 
bacteriological  examination*  A further  12  san5)les  were  bacteriologically 
and  chemically  examined  at  the  Public  Analysts,  Messrs,  Bostocsk^ 

Hill  and  Rigty,  Biimingham, 

Of  the  12  samples  examined  by  the  Public  Analysts,  foirr 
were  shown  to  be  \ansat  is  factory.  One  had  a lii^or  than  desirable 
colony  count,  whilst  the  other  three  shewed  B,  Coli  (not  Type  I) 
to  be  present  in  100  ’"1, , 11  ml,,  and  2 ml,  respectively  with,  in 
tv/o  cases,  high  bacboTial  counts. 

Of  the  133  samples  bacteriologically  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratorie;),  Coventry,  only  88  gave  satisfactory  results, 

A5  showed  varying  degrees  of  B,  Coli  contamination  with  Type  I 
present  in  25  instances,  Tlieso  contaminated  samples  wore 
associated  with  two  limited  areas  of  pollution.  In  the  one  case 
being  connected  with  the  laying  of  now  mains  and  services  to  a 
Housing  Estate  and  in  the  other  resulting  from  pollution  in  the 
Bentley  Reservoir  and  consoquohtly  the  distribution  mains  and 
services  tluarofrou.  Your  Enginoor  and  Surveyor,  who  had  charge 
of  the  v/ater  undertaking,  took  prompt  action  by  having  the  Bentley 
Reservoir  cleaned  out  and  disinfected;  by  removing  an  overhanging 
tree  above  an  elevated  tank  and  carrying  out  other  works  around 
the  reservoir,  together  ^vith  installing  chlorinating  apparatus. 

There  was  a good  deal  of  liEiison  between  tlie  two  departments  in 
carrying  out  the  works  and  vdien  completed  several  satisfactory 
bacteriological  examination  results  were  obtained.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  the  pollution  arose  in  the  reservoir  and  in  the 
elevated  tank,  for  the  lA  sacplos  which  -v/ere  taken  at  the 
Baddesloy  Colliery.  Filter  House  before  and  d-uring  the  pollution 
period  v/ero  satisfactory,  as  also  was  the  series  of  sanples 
taken  at  the  head  of  the  pumping  main  from  the  Colliery, 

Some  12  dwellings  in  Caldecote  receive  water  from  a private 
supply,  A number  of  springs  converge  into  a small  underground 
reservoir  from  which  water  is  pumped  to  storage  tanks.  Serious 
contamijnation  v/as  evident  from  adverse  (B,  Coli  Type  I) 
bacteriological  examination  results.  The  installation  of 
chlorinating  apparatus  together  with  cleansing  and  disinfecting 
the  reservoir  ^ve  satisfactory  ros-ults  on  v/ater  in  the 
distribution  linos. 
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Five  samples  of  -iTell  v/ater  were  'bacteriologically  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  All  were  polluted,  A~n 
gave  hi^  'baoterial  counts  v/ith  B,  Coli  and  faecal  typos  in  two 
cases.  In  one  instance,  two  houses  seivod  by  one  polluted 
well  T/ere  made  subjects  of  condemnation  orders,  A farm  served 
by  a polluted  v/ell  v/as  connected  to  mains  water,  A metafilter 
with  semi-rotary  pump  v/as  fixed  on  a polluted  v/ell  serving  two 
isolated  cottages.  Proposed  mains  extensions  in  Hartshill 
Parish  v/ill  shortly  result  in  dis-use  of  the  two  other 
contaminated  wells,  which  serve  five  houses.

the  Council  and  after  the  southern  end  of  the  village  had  been 
re-sewered  in  1959 > additional  dwellings  were  connected.

The  Sewage  Works  in  the  Polosv/orth  ¥aI^i  of  the  Polesworth 
Parish  also  serves  part  of  the  Dordon  Parish,  This  sewage 
works  is  obsolete,  dilapidated  and  totally  inadequate, 

Birchmoor  Ward  has  a small  and  inefficient  installation,

It  is  several  years  since  Cons\alting  Engineers  were  first 
engaged  to  draw  up  schemes  for  new  and  relief  sewers  and  new 
pumping  stations  and  sewage  works  for  the  parish  of  Polesv/orth 
(incl-uding  Wojrbon  and  Birchmoor)  , and  the  Parish  of  Dordon, 

A Public  Local  Inquiry  into  the  schenie  was  hold  in  January, 

195^0  Purtho  ’"  dotaip’-  from  tho  Consulting  Engineers  v/ere 
considered  by  tho  Gouaicil  last  April,

fire  in  the  "bank  ‘been  evident  a 

There  are  three  other  coal  minos  in  the  Dis-briot  which 
have  spoil  hanks.  All  are  huming,  hut  are  so  situate  -that 
nuisance  to  our  rosiden-fca  does  not  occur.

tho  nunher  of  times  all  wore  cleared  in  1959;  the  average 
mjmiber  of  premises  cleared  of  refuse  per  man  per  day,  and  tho 
number  of  refuse  collection  workers  on  each  route. 

Malingering  ceased  when  tho  Bonus  Scheme  was  introduced, 
as  is  indicated  hy  the  following  tahle  v/hich  shows  the  cost 
to  the  Council  of  the  Sickness  Benefit  Scheme  for  refuse 
collectors  over  tho  last  seven  years.

Distributors  are  generally  fo\md  to  keep  their  dairies 
and  utensils  in  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Liinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  laws  and  regulations 
governing  the  production  of  milk  at  farms. 


We  have  duties  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of 
milk  and  distributor* a dairies,  other  than  those  at  farms,  and 
the  use  of  measures  to  protect  the  public  against  the  sale  of 
milk  wliich  might  cause  disease. 

During  1959*  the  Coimiy  Health  Department  submitted 
nineteen  Tuberculin  Tested  and  twenty  three  non^djosignated 
millcs  for  biological  examinations. 


Two  cases  of  mixed  undesignated  milks  containing  living 
tubercle  bacillie  from  hards  in  our  area  v/^ere  reported  by 
neighbouring  County  Authorities,  Notices  v/ere  served  restricting 
milk  supplies  in  the  tv/’o  cases.  The  Notices  were  witiidrawn 
after  veterinaiy  investigations  and  removal  of  infected  animals 
from  the  farais  in  question. 
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INSISCTIOET  Alg)  SUIERJ/ISION  OF  FOOD  IRETyilSES 


The  food  premises  in  the  District  can  he  divided  into  six 
main  categories  and  the  nmiber  in  each  category  remains 
substantially  the  same  as  in  the  previo\os  fev\r  j'-ears.  These 
are  indicated  in  Table  A,  infra*  The  main  difference  is  in  a 
further  reduction  of  the  number  of  bakehouses  from  18  to  16* 

One  an  old  established  bakehouse,  closed  early  in  the  year 
follovdjig  the  death  of  one  of  the  two  partners;  the  other, 
which  had  been  closed  for  a number  of  years  but  re-established 
at  the  end  of  1958 » closed  at  the  end  of  1959«  The  cause  for 
this  latter  closing  appeared  to  be  a combination  of  ill  health, 
lack  of  suitable  labour  and  conpetition  from  large  bakeries* 

The  number  of  inspections  and  re-visits  made  to  food 
promises  during  the  year  totalled  Due  to  other  commitments 

time  available  for  this  v/ork  was  somewhat  limited,  but  all  the 
larger  provision  shops,  and  premises  v/hero  food  is  made  up, 
received  at  least  two  visits. 

It  was  not  foimd  necessary  to  institute  any  statutoiy 
proceedings,  but  during  visits,  65  infringements  of  the  variolas 
Regulations  v/ere  noted.  Informal  approach  to  the  person 
concerned  v/as  found  to  have  the  desired  result  and  indicates 
continued  co-operation  between  shopkeepers  and  this  Department, 
The  items  of  defects  and  neglect  dealt  with  are  detailed  in 
Table  B,  infra* 

A regular  chock  was  maintained  on  the  one  retail  ice 
cream  manufacturer  in  the  Distinct,  The  commodity  is 
manufactured  on  the  premises  concerned  during  the  summer  months 
only  and  during  that  period  8 . s8.raplos  T/ere  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Coventry,  All  these  samples  gave  a satisfactory 
result  as  also  did  the  two  sajiples  taken  of  ice  cream 
manufactured  outs  ids  the  district. 

Other  foodstuffs  condemned  in  foodshops  during  the  year 
were,  326  tins  of  meat,  milk,  fish,  fruit  and  vegetables; 

62  lbs,  of  ham  and  5^  lbs,  of  sausage.

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PACTCRIES 


Pour  now  factories  v/ere  added  to  the  Register  during  1959, 
■bringing  the  number  of  permanent  entries  to  76,  In  addition 
52  ten^rary  entries  \vere  made,  these  being  of  building 
operations  and  works  of  engineering  construction. 

It  v/as  not  found  possible  to  visit  all  the  factories 
during  the  year  but  those  en^loying  the  larger  number  of 
workers  were  visited  at  least  once.  During  the  38  visits 
made  18  defects  were  found,  of  v/hich  I5  were  remedied  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  work  required  was  mainly  in  respect 
of  closet  conpartments  which  required  proper  cleansing  and 
re  decoration. 

The  number  of  defavilts  found  in  connection  with  Adequate 
Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Pire  under  Section  34  of  the 
Pactoiies  Act,  1937 ^ were  considerably  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  indicates  the  co-operation  of  managements 
in  maintaining  scheduled  exits  free  from  obstruction.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  22  Certificates  were  in  force  under  this 
Section,  two  new  ones  having  "been  issued  and  one  deleted  duo 
to  the  factory  closing. 

The  number  of  Outr/orkers  employed  in  the  District 
declined  to  only  5 (mid-year) , all  being  en^loyed  in  either 
clothing  or  hatidng  industries.

IXiring  the  year  19  timed  observations  vrere  made  on 
factory  chimneys,  17  being  of  half  an  hour  duration  and  two 
of  one  hour  duration.  The  observations  were  made  against  the 
Ringelmann  Chart  and  in  I5  cases  infringement  occurred  of  the 
more  stringent  requirements  of  Section  1 of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956,  V/hen  these  infringements  v/ere  noted  the  llanagements 
and  stokers  at  the  factories  concerned  v/ere  contacted  and  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  explained  to  them.  Subsequent 
observations  indicated  a gradual,  but  substantial,  improvement. 

In  August  mechanical  stoking  apparatus  was  fitted  to  one 
installation  which  vra,s  a persistant  offender.  An  immediate 
reduction  of  smoko  output  resulted. 

Your  Council  is  a member  of  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air 
Council,  T/liich  con^rises  all  Authorities  in  the  CoTinty  with 
the  exception  of  Birmingham  C,B,  In  co-operation  with  the 
Clean  Air  Council,  constituent  Authorities  have  set  up 
vario\as  instruments  for  measuring  the  degree  of  atmospheric 
pollution  occurring  at  selected  points  in  the  Coimiy,  The 
instruments  are  of  throe  typos, 

(a)  The  Load  Peroxide  Candle  measijre  the  activity  of  Sulphur- 
Dioxide  in  the  air, 

(b)  The  Deposit  Gauge  measures  grit  deposit  and  rainfall,  and 
can  also  bo  used  to  check  radio  activity  and  other 
pollutants, 

(o)  The  Daily  Volumetric  Instrument  measures  smoke,  suspended 
matter  and  sulphur  dioxide. 

The  first  two  mentioned  require  only  monthly  attention  whilst 
the  list  named  is  attended  to  daily. 

Since  J\aly,  1958 > this  Department  has  maintained  one 
Lead  Peroxide  Candle  at  Bentley  Reservoir  and  one  Daily 
Volmotric  Instrument  at  PolesTrarth  Hi^  School,  With  regard 
to  the  latter,  thanks  are  due  to  the  Headmaster  and  Chemistry 
1/Iaster  of  this  school  for  supervising  the  necessary  daily 
measurements  viiich  are  made  by  senior  pupils. 
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In  Novoinber,  1959,  a-  Deposit  Ga-uge  -was  installed  in  the 
yard  at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Offices  and  measurements 
commenced  on  1st  Decemibor*  A Daily  Volumetric  Instrument 
ms  installed  in  a convenient  room  at  the  roar  of  the  Council 
Offices  and  moasuron^nts  commenced  on  Novemiber  l6th« 

Attention  to  this  is  given  by  Health  Department  Staff, 
involving  some  five  ndnutos  v/ork  daily. 

The  Coventry  City  Analyst  acts  as  Analyst  to  the 
Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  and  readings  from  all  those 
instruments  are  passed  to  him.  After  inclusion  with  readings 
from  other  Authorities  they  are  passed  on  to  the  Department 
of  Soientifio  and  Industrial  Research  to  be  included  in  a 
National  Survey,  No  reliable  assessment  can  bo  made  after 
on3y  one  yoar*s  operation.

The  Council*  s Schame  of  Contract  Rodent  Control 
conmancad  on  the  1st  January,  1957* 

At  the  end  of  1959,  the  value  of  Annual  Contracts 
hold  v/as  £818.  All  Contracts  are  made  to  ex^pire  on  the 
31st  Deoemher  each  year.  83  of  the  Contracts  -wore 
immediately  re-nev/ed  for  I960;  value  £770. 

According  to  size,  nature  and  other  conditions,  from 
5 to  25  "proteotod”  Warfarin  haiting  points  are  maintained 
at  all  Contract  holding  promises,  Monthly  visits  and 
inspections  v/ith  "bait  renovra.ls  where  necessary  are  carried 
out. 


Sev/ers  throughout  the  District  are  baited  and  poisoned 
once  each  year.  All  se\'/age  works,  refuse  tips  and  Council 
Depots  and  yards  are  dealt  with  on  Contract  hasis. 
Infestations  at  private  dvrallings  are  oocberminated  free  of 
cost  to  the  occupiers. 

One  full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  en^jloyed.  He  is 
equipped  vd.th  a small  motor— van  and  tools  and  materials 
for  his  calling.  The  Rodent  Operative  is  given,  apart  from 
wages,  a pecuniary  interest  in  the  work  by  way  of  an 
annual  bonus  of  of  the  gross  value  of  all  contracts  held 
at  the  Dfth  Docambor  each  year. 

The  cost  of  the  service,  excluding  administration,  is 
in  the  region  of  £900  per  anniom,  of  \7hich,  because  of 
income,  only  about  £150  is  a direct  rate  charge, 

T'*7d  years  of  this  Council*  s method  of  Rodent  Control 
has  rendered  o\n*  District  virtually  free  from  rats.  If 
similar  systematic  control  vrere  effectively  practised 
nationalily,  there  is  no  doubt  that  rats  could,  in  effect, 
be  exterminated  from  the  British  Isles, 
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
